It has delicacy of coloring and feature, and 
I'mcBso and intellectuality in expression; 
but tho body supporting the head, regnrdeti 
from an artistic nnd hygienic point of view, 
is inferior. 
For breathing and digesting 


the upper part irf lacking in depth. In a 
word, tho American is more fragile; she is 
hardly it Uiann, and tho French is something 
more, although not the Hobo of Ku 


The French woman's faco is as handsome 


as that of any other in Europe, and fade*- 
more slowly. At forty she glides into an 
embonpoint with an imwrinkled fnco and 
good complexion—at tho ago when tho Eng- 
lish woman becomes heavy necked and 
frowsy,nnd tho American pale and wrinkled. 
Tho climate lias something to do with ibis, 
but doubtless her nourishing food, generous 
wiuo, aud out-of-door air much more. Her 
mode of living contributes thereto —tho ex- 
erciso and development of each function in a 
moro'natnral and scnsions manner than with 


There aro ascetic ideas in America 


which have a tendency to retard tho phys- 
ical development of womenjfor mind moulds 
matter. 
Tho extremes of American life aro 


unfavorable to n healthy growth, in its fast- 
ness as well as its asceticism, where tho 
flesh is corrupted by dissipation or morti- 
fied by certain religious teachings. 
Aside 


from these causes is a prevalent notion thnt 
it is beneath tho dignity of mnn and woman 
to occupy themselves with what they shall 
out and what they shall drink. 


Tho American has moro intellect than her 


French sister, but tho latter has softness 
whoro she has pertness. Thero is nervous 
excitability and cleverness in one, 
mellow- 


ness and equality of character in tho other. 
Tho forced, brilliant vitality of woman in 
America is subject to fits of reaction, for 
nature 1ms its limit. Tn tho French woman 
the mind is more even and cheerful, and in 
the absence of exhaustive and irregular do- 
mantis made upon it the uniform he-tilth is 
better. 


In qualities of n purely mental character, 


tho equal of the American woman cnunot 
perhaps be found in thcworld;but\vitli all her 
knowledge and intellectual activity,she lacks 
that which made the Greeks what they havo 
been and the French what they aro—organic 
cultivation. 
Entwined in these words aro 


taato nnd art. 
A riper civilization, though 


not n purer, slml! invest her with a knowl- 
edge of thoso things, and n harmony of 
ohnrnctor not now possessed;1 and with it 
will conio, alas ! that decadence In morals 
which always marches ou the heels of tho 
bcnutifvl in every iigo and in every climate, 
It is sad that such heavy tribute should bo 
exacted ns th<i price of an added enjoyment, 
but art is inexorable.
